In her father’s home at Riverdale-on-the- 
Hudson, a reporter, who doubted the possi- 
bility of a wardrobe which cost $100,000 each 
year to replenish, asked Miss Morosini how 
it was done. The banker’s daughter, whose 
beauty is of the statuesque order, consented, 
though a little reluctantly, to explain. 

“ You see, when one is permitted to indulge 
a cultivated taste or esthetic idea without 
concerning oneself about the expense,” said 
Miss Morosini, with a smile, “a bill will run 
into thousands with remarkable rapidity.

“And then New York women spend more | 
upon their wardrobes than other women, 
because we have not two seasons, but four, 
and that means new gowns, hats, coats, 
wraps, etc.,; four times a year.

‘‘For instance, the simple muslin frock of 
yore, which was a modest affair, assumes 
now the dignity of a new name in the 
‘lingerie gown,’ and can cost almost any 
price. Formerly it was meant to stand a 
siege in the laundry, but one would hardly 
trust to the tub a dimity ‘en princesse’ or 
‘Louis XVI.,’ embellished with silk em- 
broidery and real lace ribbons, which cost 
from $150 to $1,000, 


Then There Are Hats and Things. 

“The hats of today, too, are so unlike the 
hats of yesterday that one must trust the 
building of a chapeau only to one who under- 
stands her art. A fashionable woman must 
pay from $35 to $150 for a hat. For, after 
all, the hat is to the face as a frame is to the 
picture. 

“Then there is the matter of shoes and 
parasols. Fashion decrees shoes must match 
the gown. These must be mace to onder. 
The parasol also must match, or be 60 con- 
structed as to enhance the beauty of the 
gown and wearer. It easily will cost from 
$18 to $150. 

“You may think gloves to be @ mere trifie 
of the expenditure on a woman's wardrobe, 
but they, too, must be made to order. You 
usually can count on from six to twelve 
dozen pairs a year. And hose for evening 
gowns may cost as high @s $60 if embroid- 
ered or lace trimmed. 

‘Lingerie is no small item, for it must all 
be made by hand, and will run up to $5,000 
or $10,000. One must have wraps and jackets 
‘to suit various seasons of the year, and the 
“woman with a fad for furs will have to exer- 
cise care if she wishes to limit herself to 


$100,000 a year.”

TREPOFF'S DOUBLE 
ASSASSIN'S VICTIM 


Gen. Kozloff Killed at Peterhof 
Under Shadow of Czar’s 
Palace. 


AIMS BY A PHOTOGRAPH. 


Murderer Believed He Was Kill- 
ing Most Hated Man in 


Russia. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 15.—Gen, Kozloff 
of the headquarters staff was assassinated on 
Saturday in the park at Peterhof, almost 
under the shadow of the czar’s palace. 

It is almost certain that the assassin be- 
Heved he was killing Gen. Trepoff, whose 
death the terrorists decreed months ago. 

The assassin held a photograph of Gen. 
Trepoff in his hand and gazed at it atten- 
tively as he met Gen. Kogzgloff. The resem- 
blance between the two generals is marked. 

Apparently satisfied that he was killing 
Trepoff, the assassin fired three shots, all 
taking effect. Gen. Kozloff died almost in- 


stantly. 

The assassin had no chance to escape. He 
Was arrested within a moment or two, but 
so far has not been identified. 

Gen. Kozloff has never been identified with 
political agitation. He was one*of the best 
known of Russia's writers on military sub- 
jects. 


Soldiers Joining Unions. 

At a meeting held at Gatchina, attended 
by three of the guard regiments, an offi- 
cer addressed the men on the subject of 
the soldiers’ union. He pointed out that 
the league was democratic, and was 
being organized for the purpose of guarding 
the constitution and established constitu- 
tional institutions and to prepare the army to 
come over to the people when they were 
ready and armed for resistance. 

The soldiers received the speech with much 
applause and showed eagerness to join the 
union, which already is strong in southern 
and southwestern Russia, Siberia, the Cau- 
casus, and Turkestan. Today’s meeting was 
the first step toward organization in this lo- 
cality. 


Commission to Form Ministry? 

Although it is impossible yet to speak posi- 
tively, there is every indication the constitu- 
tional democrats have been imperially com- 
missioned to form a ministry, and the list of 
Russia's first government elected by the peo- 
ple may be announced any hour. It is be- 
lieved the leading members of the constitu- 
tional democratic party visited Peterhof to- 
day and afterward spent the remainder of 
the day discussing the allotment of offices. 

This momentous step towards the estab- 
lishment of a constitution for the empire is 
attributable immediately to the action of the 
council of the empire yesterday in rejecting 
by a vote of 72 to 45 the ministry’s amend- 
ments to the douma’s bill empowering the 
ministry of finance to expend a large sum of 
money for seed corn for food for the starv- 
ing population in the famine stricken dis- 
tricts, the sum to be provided by economies 
in the budget. The douma’s bill was adopted 
in its entirety and the members of the douma 
and their supporters fn the press and the pub- 
lic are in a triumphant mood, being conf&ent 
that the ministry will resign. Even the con- 
servative press admits that a change is in- 
evitable. 


Naphtha Strike Spreads. 

The strike in the naphtha industry is 
spreading. The employers have rejected most 
of the demands of the workmen. The man- 
ager of the works at Bibieibat was murdered 
today. 

The representative of a sugar factory at 
Nikolayev, while going to the bank on Satur- 
day, was waylaid and robbed of $15,000. One 
of the robbers was captured and the soldiers 
shot another. The remainder of the band 
escaped. 


Sailor Admits Chouknin Crime. 


A former sailor named Shetenko, who was 
arrested at Sebastopol today, confessed that 
he was the murderer of Vice Admiral Chouk- 
nin. 

The sailors at Cronstadt today declined to 
participate in a requiem for Vice Admiral 
Chouknin. 

Admiral Skrydioff probably will succeed 
the late Vice Admiral Chouknin, commander 
of the Black sea fleet. 

A new terroristic party styling itself “‘ The 
Red Squadron ’ is spreading anarchistic 
propaganda at Baku., The members of this 
party say the present is no time to bandy 
words, but to answer the’frepressions of the 
government with the death of officials. The 
circulars call upon workmen to “speak the 
language of the cartridge and the bomb.”’ 


Witte Doubts Trepoff Talk. 

LONDON, July 16.—In an interview with 
the Daily Telegraph's Aix-les-Bains corres- 
pondent, Count Witte doubted the authen- 
ticity of much of Gen. Trepoff’s interview of 
July 6 concerning conditions in Russia. 

“He isi alleged to have stated,’’ said the 
former Russian premier, “ that the present 
alarming condition in Russia was caused by 
the mistaken action, or inaction, of the gov- 
ernment during the past two years. He can- 
not deliberately have spoken thus, because 
the policy condemned largely was shaped by 
himegelf. His views always were favorably 
considered and often carried out. He never 
indicated by acts that he abhors the policy 
which heretofore he advocated as alone salu- 
tary. As Gen. Trepoff is a reasonable man, 
I must decline to accept his alleged public 
self-fiagellation as genuine.”’ 


BRITONS NOT BUSINESS MEN. 


Americans Preferred by English Scale 
Firm for Its New Factory in 
Milwaukee.

SUFPRAGISTS ARE ROUTED 


WOMEN AGITATORS MOBBED BY 
MANCHESTER CROWD. 


Audience Drives Them Pell Mell from 
Park, in Which They Were: Meet- 
ing, to House, Where They Are Res- 
cued Only by Help of the Police— 
Keir Hardie’s Appearance Signal 
for Rush That Breaks Up Gathering 
by Threatening a Fatal Crush. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 

LONDON, July 15.—Retribution has. be- 
fallen the woman suffragists, or as the newe- 
papers call them, the ‘ fooligans,’’ in Man- 
chester, where their own meeting was more 
completely wrecked than any they have tried 
to break up. 

A huge, good natured crowd listened toths 
speakers for some time, but when dissen- 
tients began to roast the orators with incon- 
venient comments their spirit became infec- 
tious. The voices of the speakers were 
drowned by derisive shouts and laughter. 

Then James Keir Hardie, labor member of 
parliament, appeared, The animosity he has 
lately courted by championing the cause of 
the Zulus against the South African colonists 
broke loose. The crowd soon became rowdy 
and many of the audience started for the 
platform. 

Women Faint; Men Fight. 

The meeting was being held in a deep hol- 
low in a public park. As the crowd surged 
downward the position of the audience be- 
came dangerous, threatening a fatal crush 
at the bottom of the hollow Women 
shrieked and fainted. Men on the lower 
slopes to prevent a catastrophe began to 
fight those rushing down. General pande- 
monium followed. 

Realizing the danger, Hardie and his sup- 
porters organized a movement up the hill, 
conducting the women speakers. It was a 
stiff fight. They often were carried off their 
feet by the crowd, but saved themselves 
from disaster and reached the top of the 
hollow, where they were mobbed and obliged 
to run for safety. 

Police Have to Rescue Them. 

Hardie and Mrs. Parkhurst escaped by scal- 
ing high spiked railings. They were pur- 
sued by their enemies. 

Other women speakers were less fortunate 
They were hustled, hooted at, and chivied. 
Eventually they took refuge in a house, 
which was besieged by a howling mob until 
the police rescued them. 

Mrs. Mitchell, one of the suffragists, made 
a good fight. In the scrimmage she floored 
one male assailant and smashed her umbrella 
over the head of another. 


CHURCH LIBERALISM IN JAPAN.

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STORE BASEMENT FLOODED 
- BY BREAK OF SEWER MAIN. 


Pipe in Madison Street Springs Leak, 
Causing Damage— Men Guard 
Against Accidents. 


For hourg yesterday afternoon and even- 
ing a six inch stream from a broken sewer 
maim in Madison street, near State, poured 
into the basement of the Boston Store, nearly 
extinguishing the fires in the boilers there 
and doing much damage, which it will be im- 
possible to estimate until daylight. The 
cause of the break is presumed to have 
been settling of the street, due to the sink- 
ing of several caissons for the addition to the 
Boston Store, and it is believed those cais- 
sons took up much of the overflow. 

When the break oecurred is not known, 
but from the amount of water which es- 
caped it is supposed to have been early in 
the aftermoon. It was discovered near 6 
o’clock in the evening and was then thought 
to be a water main. 

Investigation by men sent from the water 
bureau revealed the fact that the water main 
was intact, but a six inch hole had been made 
in the sewer and from this a stream was 
pouring. The break was plugged and men 
were kepton guard. This morning the water 
will be shut off and permanent repairs made. 

It was at first thought the water had found 
an exit into the tunnels of the Lllinois Tunnel 
company, which connect with the Boston 
Store. At the tunnel company’s office it was 
stated no information could be given out, but 
George W. Jackson, chief engineer of the 
concern, declared there was not a drop of 
water in the tunnels. 

He explained that the basement of the Bos- 
ton Store is on a lower level than the tunnel 
and the water would have to fill the basement 
before it could enter the tunnel. 

This statement is in direct conflict to stories 
told by the water department men. They 
said the tunnel people were raising “* Cain ” 
because their bore was turned into an under- 
ground river and they were afraid of damage 
to their dynamoes. 


BOAT CAPSIZES; IS DROWNED. 


Milwaukean Sinks in Chain of Lakes at 
Waupaca, Wis., While Five Hun- 
dred Persons Look On. 


Waupaca, Wis., July 15.—[Spectal.]—By 
the capsizing of a sailboat today H. P. Mit- 
tleman of Milwaukee was drowned in the 
chain of lakes in sight of 500 persons. Six 
companions were rescued.

Situation Is More Complicated. 

PANAMA, July 15.—The fact that Honduras 
has been drawn into the Central American 
conflict complicates the situation there, It 
is believed here that President Bonilla of 
Honduras may be compelled by President 
Zelaya of Nicaragua and President Escalon 
of Salvador, both of whom are said to be 
enemies of President Estrada Cabrera of 
Guatemala, to take sides with them. 

Dr. Fernando Sanchez, former minister of 
foreign affairs in the cabinet of President 
Zelaya, who is now here, says he believes 
Honduras was provoked by President Ca- 
brera, who, it is reported, furnished arms 
and financial aid to former President Juan 
Angel Arias and Gen. Rivas to start a revolu- 
t'on in Honduras and Salvador, where they 
enjoy great prestige. Dr. Sanchez adds that 
unless the reported death of Gen. Tomas 
Regglado, commander of the Salvadoran 
army be true, Guatemala, in his opinion, 
stands no chance of defeating the coalition. 

It is not believed in Central America that 
the United States will attempt by moral 
suasion to bring about peace. 

The Guatemalan revolutionists say they 
will accept any president for that country 
that may be jointly agreed upon by President 
Diaz of Mexico and President Roosevelt. 
They claim that this shows that they are 
only fighting for the good of the government, 
and that they will carry out the terms of 
Gen. Barilla’s proclamation, assuring the 
amplest protection to American and foreign 
interests in Guatemala. 


Americans Try to Make Peace. 

United States Ministers Combs at Guate- 
mala City and Merry at San Salvador have 
approached respectively Presidents Cabrera 
and Escalon in an endeavor to reéstablish 
peace between Guatemala and Salvador. 
President Cabrera informed Mr. Combs that 
he is willing to enter into negotiations for 
peace provided the United States government 
will guarantee that further hostilities against 
Guatemaia will cease. 

Assistant Secretary of State Bacon on Sat- 
urday cabled instructions to Messrs. Combs 
and Merry to renew their efforts to establish 
a permanent peace between Guatemala and 
Salvador. 

Says Guatemala Is Winning. 

New York, July 15.—A cablegram from Leo- 
cadio Gramajo, private secretary to Presi- 
dent Cabrera of Guatemala, claims Salvador 
is the aggressor and that Guatemaia has been 
winning victories. The cablegram says: 

‘‘Saivador has again,invaded Guatemala 
from the south in the vicinity of Jalpagua 
and on the northeastern frontier. She seems 
to be preparing to invade between these 
points. On the south Salvador has a large 
army with artillery. 

“The Guatemalans have today given them 
battle and wil drive them from our terri- 
tory. 

‘‘The invasion on the northeast comes 
from the direction of Pinuelas. At this point 
we have dislodged and routed the enemy 
and have been pursuing them since yester- 
day. 

vA Salvadoran army in the center is at 
present being recruited as if intending in- 
vyasion from that quarter also. We will 
promptiy drive them back here, as else- 
where. 

‘This aggression is going on in spite of 
the good offices for armistice and peace 
recently inaugurated by President Roose- 
velt.” 

Roosevelt Gets News of Fights. 

Washington, D. C.,°JdJuly 15.—It is stated 
that while both Guatemala and Salvador 
have accepted in principle the proposition 
for a peace conference, the question of ar- 
bitration would be a subject of future con- 
sideration. The recent battles, with the 
death of Gen., Regalado, former president of 
Salvador and the leader of the Salvadoran 
troops, has changed the situation, but it is 
pointed out that as no territorial or boun- 
dary question is in dispute the matter of 
indemnity for invasion of territory wouid 
be a main question for the peace confer- 
ence.

Chicago's detective bureau, which ts op- 

‘erated at a daily cost of $250 tothe taxpayers 

- of the city, did not make a single arrest yés- 
terday. Up to 8 p. m. the pages of the arrest 
book did not show a single entry and there 
did not appear to be any prospect of activity 

‘on the part of the members of tite costly de- 
partment during the remainder of the even- 
ing. ; 

As the books of the department show tnat. 
the average number of arrests each day is 
five, the cost to the city of placing each pris- 
oner in a cell in the basement of the city hall 

4s $50. This cost does not include court costs, 
cost of feeding prisoners, or any of the in- 
cidental expenditures incurred in taking care 
of criminals. 


Detective Bureau Costly. 


A little further delving into the statistics 
ef the entire police department shows that 
last year there were 78,7683 arrests made. 
If the work of the common bluecoats who 
travel beats, guard crossings, guard at dance 
halls, and tale care of all of the other routine 
business of the police department was half 
as costly as that of the detectives, the city 
probably would have to choose between abol- 
_Ishing the department or becoming bankrupt. 
At the same rate as the expenses of .ae de- 
tective bureau are computed, the arrests 
‘™made by’ the. common ‘patrolmen last year 
would have cost the city $3,938,150. 
- ‘The arrests included in the average of five 
‘Made by the bureau each day are those made 
by department store detectives and those 
made on complaints of citizens who give 
ample instructions as to the whereabouts of 
the persons complained of. Such work could 
be done just as well without the aid of the 
Getective bureau by patrolmen traveung 4 
beats.

GOSPEL ARMY FOR UNIOND 


LABOR FEDERATION TO ADOPT 
SALVATIONIST METHODS. 


Meetings to Be Held Outdoors, Where 
Lantern Slides as Illustrations 
Will Help to Spread Campaign— 
First Event Tonight at Thirty- 
ninth Street and Cottage Grove 
Avenue—Brick Plant Work Causes 
Dispute Involving ‘Joe’? Morton. 


The Federation of Labor has decided to 
adopt Salvation army methods in propagat- 
ing the gospel of unionism. Street corner 
meetings, with music, motion pictures, and 
other attractions, concluding with a sermon 
on organized labor will be conducted during 
the remainder of the summer at prominent 
centers all over the city. 

The first ** Salvation "’ meeting will be held 
tonight at Thirty-ninth street and Cottage 
Grove avenue. It will be in charge of a 
squadrod of union men selected by President 
John Fitzpatrick of the federation. This 
Same’ squadron will conduct other meetings 
next week at different street corners on the 
south side. During August the west and 
north sides will be visited. 

H. P. Dolan of the Broommakers’ union, 
who has been elected ‘“‘captain’’ of the squad- 
ron, sald yesterday: 

“The meetings will be in the nature of an 
evangelistic crusade. We aim to reach not 
only the workingmen but consumers of all 
Classes. Union made goods will be exploited 
by lantern slide pictures.” 


Brick Company Dispute Causes Row. 


The federation by its refusal to place the 
National Brick company on its “ unfair” 
list probably postponed a general strike in 
the three yards of the firm, which threatened 
to throw more than 500 men out of employ- 
ment. Representatives of the engineers’ 
union appealed for aid, but the move was 
opposed by delegates from the firemen’s or- 
ganization. It developed that both unions 
claim the right to run small “ donkey ”’ en- 
gines recently installed by the company. In- 
cidentally charges of *‘ graft ’’ were the out- 
come’of the rivalry. | 

“TIT want to ask whether Joseph W. Morton 
of the firemen’s union did not receive money 
from the National Brick company for the 
purpose of influencing the last election in 
the brickmakers'’ union?’ demanded Arthur 
McCracken of the engineers. 

Morton denied the implication in the midst 
of a turbulent demonstration. 

“If we place this firm on the ‘unfair’ 
list,”” he said, “all union men will have to 
quit work in the yards. The engineers are 
trying to throw the firemen out of their 
jobs. They want all the work themselves. 


Meeting to Aid Haywood. 

In response to an appeal from the Silver 
Bow Trades and Labor assembly of Butte,

“In my conversation with the reporters 
for the two papers mentioned general con- 
ditions were discussed and I stated that not 
unusually a certain type of men appeared 
representing themselves as having valuable 
influence which they would sell. I stated 
that such men had revealed themselves a* 
this time, but that I believed them to be 
nothing but a lot of cheap grafters, with 
neither influence nor acquaintance on the 
board of education. 

“T wish to deny emphatically any insinu- 
ations that I regarded these men as agents of 
any member of the board of education or of 
any alderman.’’

PNEUMONIA SEASONIS LONGEST 


Health Department Report Announces 
End of Protracted Epidemic for 
This Disease. 


The protracted pneumonia season—the 
longest .on record in Chicago—is over, and 
consumption resumes its temporary lead as 
“ Captain of the men of death,”’ according to 
the report of the health department for last 
week i . 

For the season of the year, public health 
conditions remain satisfactory. During the 
first fortnight of July the death rate was 12.32 
per thousand of population. This is 20 per 
cent lower than the average July rate of the 
previous ten years. 

The dairy inspectors visited 179 dairies and 
inspected 2,527 cows. “ Of these five were 
found to be feeding “ wet malt’: four of 
the farms were condemned for bad sanitary 
conditions, twenty-two for bad sanitary con- 
dition of the milkhouses, three for dirty 
methods of milking, and two for diseased 
cows. 

During the week the fish inspector con- 
demned and destroyed 57 barrels of fish. 

The inspectors at the stockyards inspected 
and destroyed 85 cattle, 176 hogs, 323 calves, 
16 sheep, and 2,960 pounds of meat,

25 ARE GIVEN FREEDOM. 
Bar Association Is Furnished 
List of Indicted Persons 

! He Befriended. 


That Judge Chetlain has been directly re- 


sponsible for releasing many criminals from 
the county jail and thereby defeating the 
ends of justice is the latest grave charge 
that will be investigated by the judiciary 
committee of the Chicago Bar association. 
Attorneys for the committee have been fur- 
nished, it*is understood, with a list of twenty~- 
five men, including two Greeks, who were in 
jail under indictment on charges of conspir-~- 
acy to commit murder, who were set free in 
one year by Judge Chetlain. Included in the 
number, it Js alleged, were gamblers with 
good sized bank accounts and strong political 


pulls. 

These prisoners were released from the 
jail, it is claimed, either in 1900 or 1901. In 
the case of the two Greeks, it is alleged by 
the bar association’s informant, that Judge 
Chetlain afterward attended a political meet- 
ing at which they occupied places on the 
platform. This was during the judicial cam- 
paign previous to his election for the second 
time as a judge of the Superior court. 

Woman of Means Released. 

Another prisoner who secured release ifs 
said to have been a notorious woman in jail 
for ruining young girls, who is well supplied 
with fundg and whom the authorities finally 
despaired of bringing to justice. 

Attorney Jesse A. Baldwin yesterday ad- 
mitted that the committee had some such ev- 
idence, but refused to discuss it In any way, 
stating that it would come out during the 
resumption of the hearing of Judge Chetlain 
next October, and that it would defeat the 
main purpose of the investigation to antici- 
pate it. ; 

An attaché of the state's attorney's office 
yesterday explained how justice might be 
defeated by a judge ‘“‘ weak enough to in- 
dulge in a practice that was frowned upon by 
the state’s attorney’s office.”’ 

“ A judge,” said he, ** has no right to exer- 
cise the pardoning power, which is vested tn 
the state board of pardons er the governor. 
I am surprised to learn that Judge Chetlain 
pardoned twenty-five persons in one year. I 
did not think that the number was so large. 
It w done without the approval of Mr. 
Healy, I am certain. : 

How the System Works. 

“ere is the way the system works: A 
man is tried after prolonged delays due to the 
procrastination of his attorneys and con- 
victed. There is a motion for a new trial, and 
finally, when all other measures for delay 
have been exhausted by attorneys for the 
defense, there is a motion to vacate. This 
occupies another month or two. 

* Meanwhile the man is in jail or in the 
house of. correction. The judge finally is 
prevailed upon to issue a writ for his release. 
It amounts to a pardon, and over in the 
state’s attorney's office we call it ‘ getting a 
man out of jall by the back door.’ Jailer 
Whitman has no business to recognize such 
an order, for it has no more legal! value than 
if a man from the street should ask for it. I 
can recall but one instance where there was 
justification forsuchanact. It was the case 
of a man whose wife had died and whose 
childrem were dependent and he had been 
guilty of no serious crime.” 

Attorney John L. Fogle, as Mr. Baldwin's 
assistant, will have charge of the working 
up of evidence during Mr. Baldwin's absence. 
Mr. Baldwin will start tomorrow for New 
York and will sail on Thursday for Europe, 
expecting to be gone until the latter part 
of December. James M. Sheean, who repre- 
sented Judge Chetlain during the inquiry as 
far as it has proceeded, by a coincidence will 
sall on the same boat as Mr. Baldwin. 


More Complaints Against Chetlain. 

Meanwhile many complaints against Judge 
Chetlain are being made to the bar associa- 
tion through its committee. 

Among the more serious is one alleging 
that the judge suppressed bench warrants 
against Inspector Hunt and Inspector Lavin 
in connection with the Hagamann jewelry 
robbery in 1901, and for which Patrolman 
Patrick Mahoney was sent to Joliet as being 
a party to the robbery by Thomas Barry and 
James Clark, safeblowers, who also were 
sent to the penitentiary. Clark and Barry 
claimed that they had been employed by the 
police to commit the robbery and allow them- 
selves to be captured, so that the department 
could obtain credit. 

It is a significant fact that this complaint 
as well as others comes from an attorney 
who has been trying cases before Judge 


Chetlain. 
FIRE IMPERILS A FACTORY. 


Flames Menace Plant of Foster-Munger 
Company at Twentieth and 
Sangamon Streets. 


Fire for a time threatened to destroy the 
factory of the Foster-Munger company, man- 
ufacturers of sash doors and blinds, at 
Twentieth and Sangamon streets, yesterday 
afternoon. The flames were discovered ina 
sawdust pit and by the time the fire engines 
arrived the entire building, a block square, 
was filled with smoke. :

The justice arraigned combination of both 
capital and labor so far as they oppressed or 
interfered with the.rights and liberties of an 
individual. 

“It is a crime to oppress, it is not right to 


hound or denounce as a “ scab’’ any individ- 
ual who desires to earn an honest living as 
an individual on his own responsibility,’’ he 
declared, 

** We will never pass the danger line of our 
government until each individual man feels 
that upon him rests the destiny of his coun- 
try.”’ 

Justice Brewer said he was not pessimistic, 
but he believed in the future of the country, 
and that there would be a resurrection of the 
glory of the past. Dangers threatened, 


though. Men were teaching themselves to 
depend too much on the government and not 
erough on their own individuality and char- 
acter. 

“The greatest document ever penned by 
mortal man was the declaration of American 
independence,’ he declared, “ and it asserted 
the right of every individual to life, liberty, 
and the pursuitof happiness. Patrick Henry 


made himself tmmortal by asking for ‘lib- 
erty or death ’—not liberty of government, 
but of individual. 
Can’t Be Driven to Heaven. 
“T have always loved those words of the 
man of Galilee,”’ said he, *‘ which state that 
‘in my father’s Rouse are many mansions '— 


prepared for those who voluntarily accept 
them as habitations. But if the Almighty | 
should say to me, *‘ You must enter into the 
kingdom,’ I feel that the Anglo-Saxon blood 
in me would cause my epinal column to 
stiffen and enable me to say, ‘I won't.’ 
“The future doubtless will bring with it 
many changes. There will be storms in the 
future as there have been in the past, but 
the government will live. That is certain. 
“ Nothing can ever shackle the golden rule 
or strike down the deciaration of independ- 
ence. The country needs more Nathan 
Hales, more Patrick Henrys, more of the 
spirit of individual patriotism and self-sac- 
rifice such as inspired the fathers of the re- 
public. It is only through and by,such that 
ours can be made and preserved in deed and 


in truth ‘the land of the free and the home 


of the brave.’ ”’ 

At the close of his address Justice Brewer 
was given an ovation such as rarely has been 
extended any orator either in Arkaneas or | 


Texas.

The proceedings of the State Bar asso- 
ciation were diversified and interesting— 
all the more interesting, perhaps, because

There was an address full of stern de- 
nunciation -of Mammon which sounded 
like an echo of some of the addresses de- 
livered at recent college commencements, 
The prevalence of graft was explained to 
be only one of the symptoms of the vital 
disorder of “ materialism” which has at- 
tacked morals and ideals. Mr. Rockefel- 
ler, “steel armored by hypocrisy” and 
“nlated with gold,” was. vigorously de- 
nounced. The denunciation would have 
been more complete if it had specified the 
prominent lawyers who have helped him 
to get the better of his fellowmen. The 
responsibility,of the lawyers for many of 
the misdeeds of grasping corporations 
should not be ignored. 

The State Bar association listened to 
a speaker who fears the obscuring and, 


factories and the fields. 


perhaps, the obliteration of the powers 
and rights of the states by the federal 
government. Another speaker assailed 
the new primary law not so much on legal 
as on political grounds—becfuse under it 
expression cannot be given to the popular 
will. The law will not be tested until 
next month. Whether the popular will 
can be expressed effectively through it 
will be better known then than now. 

It would not have been a bad idea for 
the association to give up a part of its 
time to the discussion of the reform of 
criminal procedure. It is a more practical 
subject than that of the encroachments 
of the federal government on the rights of 
the states, and is a more interesting one 
to Illinocisans. The delays encountered in 
the prosecution and punishment of law- 
breakers are a cause of constant com- 
plaint and occasional outbreaks of indig- 
nation. As lawyers have so much to io 
with the making of the laws, they are the 
ones to take in hand fhe matter of de- 
ferred or defeated justice and keep yp a 
perpetual warfare against, the bad condi- 
tions which prevail in criminal and civil 
courts. 

The State Bar association cannot do 
much to promote economic reforms. it 
cannot pull down the great god Mammon 
from his throne and put an end to graft. 
It can accomplish something in the direc- 
tion of law reform, and thus render to the 
community services of great value. 


CHIEF COLLINS’ KINDERGARTEN. 
The chief of police said a year ago that 
the detective bureau was a mere kinder- 
garten which needed reorganization. But 
he has a sneaking fondness for the kinder- 
garten and has let it alone. He has not 
interfered with the pastimes of the kinder- 
garten detectives, which appear to be con- 
fined to card playing; drinking, sleeping, 
and salary drawing. The excuse of the 
chief of police for his failure to improve 
conditions is that “ Rome was not built in 
a day.””

He promises that within a fort- 
night there will be empty chairs in the 
bureau and that the: detective sergeanis 
will be put at desks ont in the “tall 
grass” where there will be little or noth- 
ing for them to do. It is pretty safe to 
wager that several fortnights hence the de- 
tectives will be playing cards when not 
lined up before the friendly bar, atid that 
the chief of police will be explaining that 
* Rome was not built in a day.” 

If there are easy posts at the outlying 
stations they should be giren to the veter- 
ans who have been enfeebled by hard work 
and not to the veteran loafers of the de- 
tective bureau. They do not deserve con- 
tinued pay and idleness. They are able- 
bodied fellows and can walk beat. If they 
are too dignified to do that they can resign. 

The detective bureau is, and has long 
been, a costly and useless thing which 
would have been swept out of existence by 
a chief of police who knew his business 
and whose hands were not tied by an un- 
reformed mayor. The detective force has 
not a vestige of genuine detective ability. 
It cannot. catch criminals, though they 
leave the plaine&t trail, except by accident. 
A small squad of bright boys would be 
more serviceable than the entire force. 

When one asks why the kindergarten is 
not broken up and men put on duty who 
ean catch thieves and murderers, the only 
explanation given is that “ Rome was not 
built in a day.” The man who first made 
that remark coined an excuse for thou-

The ¢zar’s disarmament project fell flat 
when made.

GORKY IS DISPRLEASED. 

Maxim Gorky has not seen much of the 
United States. His tour, which might 
have been an extensive one, was cht short 
because he came in conflict with the moral 
sense of the community by what he re- 
gards as its foolish prejudices. It is not 
to be wondered at that he should have a 
poor opinion of Americans and = should 
seize an opportunity to express that opin- 
ion. He admits that they are the best 
moralists in the world, but he has a great 
contempt for morality, which he regards 
as incompatible with liberty. 

From his studies of Americans, chiefly 
confined to the city of New York, Gorky 
comes to the conclusion that the spirit of 
genuine liberty is dead. He says: “ The 
people walk along the pavements. 
push hurriedly forward, all hastily driven 
by the same force that enslaves them. 
But their faces are calm; their hearts do 
not feel the misfortune of being slaves. 
Indeed, by a tragic self-conceit, they yet 
feel themselves its masters.’”’ The spec- 
tacle of so many men who are happy 
when they ought to be wnhappy irritates 
Gorky. So, too, does the fact that, in- 
stead of considering it an honor to invite 
him to their homes, they refuse to have 
anything to do with him because they do 
not like his morals. That is something 
which he confesses is a poser. 

Gorky says that America is given up 


the millionaire. He would express him- 
self more kindly if a little more American 
gold had been poured into his purse. He 
has received little, while Sarah Bernhardt 
got much. Naturally that offends a man 
who has a high opinion of himself. If 
millionaires had been a little kind to him 
he would speak more tenderly of them. 

Gorky’s. summing up of the situation is 
that “America has not yet suffered the 
pangs of the dissatisfied spirit; she has 
not yet felt the aches of the mind. Dis- 
content has but just begun here.” So 
much the better for America. If the dis- 
satisfied spirit prevailed here more ex- 
tensively Gorky would have had a warmer 
welcome. As it was, he has found only 
a few kindred spirits—a few persons who 
had partially or wholly thrown off the yoke 
of American morality.

A REVOLT AGAINST MILITARISM. 

The French minister of finance recently 

reported a deficit of $80,000,000 and a 
schedule of new taxes which ought to be 
imposed. In the critical stage of the Moroc- 
co question the government spent about 
50,000,000 in military preparation. That 
explains the bigness of the deficit. The 
minister of finance contemplates a bond 
issue of $50,000,000 and the raising of $30,- 
000,000 additional revenue by increased 
duties on legacies, . stock operations, and 
wines and liquors. 

France is a rich country, with an indus- 
trious and frugal population, but taxation 
already takes far too large a proportion of 
the yearly earnings of the people. A little 
more and the breaking point will be reached. 
What France needs—what Germany and 
Russia need—is the expenditure of less 
money.for military purposes and the reduc- 
tion of taxes which will then become pos- 
sible. Russian finances are in frightful con- 
dition. In Germany the expenses are out- 
running the receipts. Indebtedness will in- 
crease or taxes will have to be made heavier. 

The pressure of debt and taxation in 
France is sufficient to explain the willing- 
ness of the government to enter into an 
agreement with Great Britain and Italy for 
the reduction of armies and military ex- 
-penses. A heavy burden would be taken 
off the shoulders’ of the toilers of Europe if 
all the nations were to adopt the same policy 
and lessen the cost of militarism. Rulers 
should do it without waiting for pressure to 
be brought to bear on them by their over- 
taxed subjects. 

It is many years since Germany has had

constantly cropping up, now that the taste 
for travel has become so strongly developed 
among the “anointed of the Lord” and that 
a considerable portion of their existence is 
spent away from home. 

Emperor William evidently is of the opin- 
fon that any disposition to ignore him by 
people of this kind in visiting his dominions, 
either en. passant or when making longer 
stays, is an affront to which he does not pro- 
pose to submit. He furnished a little demon- 
stration of his views on the matter the other 
day, in a manner which has given rise toa 
good deal of gossip at the various courts of 
the old world. 

Everyone is aware that the relations be- 
tween the sovereign families of England and 
of Prussia have not been particularly cordial 
for some time past. Indeed, the unfriendly 
feelings between Germany and Great Britain, 
which have brought the two countries within 
the last three years more than once to the 
verge of war, and which thoughtful men of 
both countries are doing their utmost to al- 
lay, had their origin in the irritation between 
the two reigning houses. 

It cannot be said that the emperor is at 
fault in the matter. For all his friendly ad- 
vances to his English kinsfolk have been 
rejected in a manner calculated to hurt and 
offend him deeply, the more so as he feels 
that his action in standing in the way of 
intervention by two, at any rate, of the Euro- 
pean great powers in behalf of the Boers at 
the time of the South African war, and his 
efforts to prevent any trouble being made at 
that time for England by .certain foreign 
nations has never received proper appre- 
ciation in Great Britain,

‘ The other day King Edward's only surviv- 
ing brother, the duke of Connaught, Inspec- 
tor General of the British army, traveled on 
board the English government yacht En- 
chantress, to Stockholm, for the purpose of 
attending there the christening of his first 
grandchild, the infant son of Prince and 
Princess Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden. He 
was accompanied by the duchess, who is a4 
Prussian princess, being the daughter of the 
late Prince Frederick Charles of Prussia, to 
whom Marshal Bazaine surrendered Metz in 
1870. } , 

Inasmuch as@the yacht ranks as a man of 
war, and was carrying a royal prince and 
princess on board, it was accorded the cus- 
tomary salutes on entering and leaving the 
Kiel canal, each extremity of which termi- 
nates in a German naval port. One of these 
ports is Kiel, and although the kaiser was 
at Kiel at the time, no notice was taken of 
his presence by the Enchantress nor was 
any attempt made to express acknowledg- 
ment of the honors received. 

a ane 

After the «christening at Stockholm was 
over the duke and duchess returned to Eng- 
land in the same way that they had come, 
and, arriving towards nightfall at Kiel, on 
board the Enchantress, steamed through the 
port, and entered the Kiel canal, without 
paying the slightest attention to the kaiser’s 
presence there im the harbor on board his 
temporary yacht the Hamburg. As soon as 
the emperor realized this he at once boarded 
his little dispatch boat Sleipner, perhaps the 
fastest craft in the German navy, and 
steamed alongside the Enchantress after it 
had entered the canal, made fast to the 
yacht, and mounted the companion ladder 
while both boats were in motion. 

The totally unexpected arrival on board 
of the German ruler produced something akin 
to consternation among those on the yacht, 
all the more so, as it is related that he made 
no attempt to conceal his annoyance at the 
discourteous treatment to which the duke 
and duchess had attempted to subject him, 
His visit on board lasted about half an hour, 
during the course of which he is reported 
to have imparted to his uncle some home 
truths, incidentally calling attention to the 
fact that, although King Edward since his 
accession has on several occasions visited 
Paris, also Lisbon, Rome, Athens, and 
Vienna, he has never yet found time to return 


at Berlin, or at Potsdam, the several visits, 


paid to him by the kaiser, both in London 
and at Windsor. 
~~ 

To make matters worse, King Edward last 
year traveled through Germany on his way 
to stay at Marienbad, and while he madéa 
letour of half a day in order to visit Emperor 
Francis Joseph at Ischl, he neglected to 
afford similar attention to his nephew, Em- 
peror William, although at Frankfort O. M., 
where he made a brief stay, he was less than 
an hour’s distance from Homburg, where 
the kaiser was stopping at the time. 

—~e- 

It is the king of Italy, however, who has 
been subjected to more affronts of this kind 
than any other monarch in Christendom, 
owing to the action of the pontiff in rigor- 
ously closing the gates of the vatican to any 
Catholic ruler or royal personage who had 
called at or been received at the quirinal. 
King Leopold has on several occasions been 
at Rome without paying the slightest atten- 
tion to the king and queen, and to the Italian 
court and government. Not unnaturaliy, 
Victor Emmanuel curtiy declined the invi- 
tations pressed upon him by King Leopold 
to visit Brussels, after his stays at Windsor 
and at Paris. Many of the members of the 
reigning house of Austria have also been at 
Rome without going near the quirinal, and 
several sovereigns, including the rulers of 
Portugal and of Spain, have kept away from 
Rome and virtually boycotted the court of 
the quirinal, for fear of incurring the wrath 
of the vatican.

Were a monarch or some royal personage 
from Europe to visit America without offer- 
ing to call upon the president, people here 
would be unanimous In regarding the neglect 
as an affront, not merely to their chief magis- 
trate personally but also tothe nation. ‘No 
ruler can permit himself to be treated with 
a lack of consideration and courtesy in his 
own country by foreign visitors of exalted 
rank without suffering in dignity and pres- 
tige in the eyes of his fellow citizens. That 
is why Emperor William cannot be blamed 


| for making it clear that he expects observ- 


ance on the part of royal. and imperial visitors 
to his dominions of the same punctilious 
courtesy! which he never fails to extend to 
them.

Emperor Nicholas must have been studying 
the history of the Preobrajenski regiment of 
the guard, the crack corps of the Muscovite 
army, when he disgraced it the other day, 
reducing it to the status of an ordinary regi- 
ment of infantry of the line, depriving it of 
all its prerogatives and superior pay. For 
while every Russian monarch since the days 
of Peter the Great may be said to have owed 
his or her elevation to the throne to Preobra- 
jenskis, it naturally follows that this regi- 
ment was likewise responsible for the usually 
tragic termination of the reign of their pred- 
ecessors on the throne. 

First organized by Peter the Great when 
still a 16 year old boy, with the help of his 
French tutor Lefort, it enabled him to de- 
prive his sister, Sophia, of the regency and 
of supreme power, and to possess himself of 
the throne. The Preobrajenskis, again. 
helped Grand Duchess Elizabeth to wrest the 
crown from Emperor Ivan, and to proclaim 
herself empress. Ivan, it may be remem- 
bered, was murdered in the Schlusselbure. 
In 1762 Peter III. was seized by the Preobra- 
jenskis, forced to abdicate in favor of his 
wife, Catherine the Great, and was shortly 
afterwards put to death by a sergeant of 
the regiment in question in the castle of 
Ropcha. 

Again, it was officers and men of this crack 
corps of the army who deprived Emperor 
Paul of his throne by putting him to death, 
thereby elevating to supreme power his son, 
Alexander I. Finally, many of the chief of- 
ficers of the regiment, including the Trou- 
betzkois, the Wolkonskis, the Muravieffs, 
etc.,\ played an important role in the so- 
called Decembrist conspiracy of 1825, which 
bad for its object the removal of Nicholas 
I. and the proclamation of Grand Duke Con- 
stantine as czar, he having promised a con- 
stitution. ; 

Under the circumstances and in view of 
the past Nicholas II. has done wisely in re- 
moving the regiment from among his guards 
as soon as he became convinced of Its disaf- 
fection.

Many years ago the Artist put 
in a few months In the Latin quarter of 
Paris, an@ he has had in consequence a 
lively appreciation of our obligations to the 
French. However, it is true that France 
Was very courteous and helpful to ys a cen- 
tury and a quarter ago, and we should do 
what we can to show our kindly sentiment— 
even if it carries us to Ogden’s grove. 

Ogden’s grove is situated at the junction of 
the gas tanks and the north branch of the 
Chicago river. It may be escaped from by 
the Clybourn and Southport avenue cars, but 
that is another story. Much local history is 
said to be connected with this famous re- 
sort, which may be acquired by those who 
are interested in it at the rooms of the His- 
torical society. We arrived at the grove 
early in the afternoon. We had learned that 
M. Merou and M. Henrotin were going to 
speak, and we were afraid we should be too 
late. Our fears were groundless; we were 
exactly six hours ahead of the torrent of 
eloquence, Still the program told us that 
there was going to be a “ pique-nique dans 
les jardins,’’ and there is promise of some- 
thing really piquant at a pique-nique. 

* * 

Everybody knows that the celebration of 
the Fall of the Bastile is the French Fourth 
of July, hence, by analogy, everybody should 
rejoice that both celebrations come close to- 
gether and only oncea year. But the French, 
despite their national excitability, take 
their “‘ Fourth "’ rationally. There is no un- 
earthly explosion of idiocy in the form of 
powder and headache-producing noise, with 
other indications of lawless insanity. Happy, 
civilized, considerate French! 

Our Revolutionary associates were arriv- 
ing in considerable numbers in consequence 
of the alluring assurances of ‘‘ musique,”’ 
“ danse’ and “ jeux divers.” The dancing 
pavilion was the center of activity, and 
while the Artist admitted that he had heard 
better music in Paris at the Grand Opéra, it 
was good enough for a hotday. To facilitate 
grace of movement the management had 


cut up two or three candles and thrown them 


over the floor systematically, and allowing 
no prodigal waste. Thus the French are en- 
abled to pay up war debts promptly. We 
strolled around the grove, listening to the 
genial flow of conversation and inhaling the 
fragrant odors from the gas tanks and the 
river. We thought pleasantly of M. Hen- 
rotin standing up and facing those gas tanks 
while delivering his address, and we won- 
dered if their could be any subtle connection 
between the imposing monuments and the 
choice of Ogden’s grove as the home of ora- 
tory. It gratified us to note that English 
was quite popular, especially among the 
younger people, as the medium of communi- 
cating thought, and the Cynic expressed his 
amazement and delight that English is rap- 
idly becoming the world language of Chi- 
cago.

This same firm also has in- 
stalled a new electric light plant which floods 
the sultan’s palace with a dazzling glare, 
while the same power house keeps all the 
palace electric fans abuzzing, much to the 
delight of the Zanzibar potentate. So the 
company is important. 

But it is an American concern. Perhaps 
that is the reason the English residents do 
not lke it. They base their right to object, 
on the ground that the railroad runs tiffough 
the principal street in the native quarter of 
the town. Zanzibar is so thickly built that 
there is no other outlet to the country than 
by this narrow, winding, truly wonderful 
‘highway. To get out otherwise would have 
meant tearing down hundreds of the human 
rabbit hutches, which would have driven 
out thousands of that closely packed commu- 
nity. ¢ 

This is not taken into consideration, how- 
ever, by the Britishers, who have brought 
all their influence to bear on the sultan to 
revoke the license he gave the American 
company. Hecould not do this legally unless 
they failed to keep their part of the contract 
to have the road in running order at a cer- 
tain gate. To accomplish this they have 
started one train a day to Bu Bu. This 
daily mail leaves the sea front at 4 p. m 
Up till that time the building of the road 
is in active operation. Then any loose rails 
are hastily fastened down and the work 
discontinued till dawn the tollowing day. 
To be sure the train often runs off these 
temporary rails, but there is no danger of

Bluff Off Imprisonment. 

Hard pressed by his British subjects the 
sultan of Zanzibar, Ali bin Hamoud, at length 
threatened 4ummarily to put in jail the per- 
petrators of this one and only railway in his 
dominions. This was during our stay, and 
as our host was hand in glove with the 
American offenders and would have had to 
suffer with them we were deeply interested 
in the struggle. As a counter move the com- 
pany suggested that it would cut off tha 
lights and fan power from’the palace. This 
the sultan would not endure, so he stayed 
his wrath. Personally he had, I fancy, a 
sneaking fondness for the enterprtse. It 
added prestige to his kingdom. At any rate 
when last heard of the trains were running 
while the managers of the road were stil? 
at large, though not invited to social func- 
tions in the British colony. 

Of course we went to Bu Bu Bu, and with 
us went the distinguished English general 
in spite of the fact that he was staying with 
the other faction, and that his host did not 
accompany him. It was a white hot after- 
noon. The men and women of the party 
all wore white helmets and white linen suits, 
except the distinguished general, who wore 
a khaki helmet, a green suit, and a scarlet 
tie. He carried his inevitable sketch book, 
which was rich with scenes of the route; 
tremendously clever sketches they were, too. 

The train was composed of a snorting, im- 
portant little engine, one closed car with 
wicker chairs, and one open car with two 
seats back to back, running the length of 
the car. This latter was packed with a chat- 
tering crowd of natives, to whom a ride pn 
the new railway was the principal excitement 
of life. One solemn visaged old Arab had 
made the trip every day since the road first 
opened.

President Roosevelt has been following the 
progress of American trade and its relation 
to the tariff with close attention, having in 
mind a reference to the tariff in his annual 
message to be presented to the two houses 
of congress at the beginning of the next 


session. 
President Goes Slowly on Tariff. 

It is an open secret that at this time last 
year the president favored a revision of the 
tariff, but he subsequently conferred with 
Speaker Cannon and other republican lead- 
ers with the result that his last annual mes- 
sage contained an innocuous declaration on 
the subject. The president stated therein 
that before any action with respect to the 
modification of the tariff there must be some- 
thing like a general agreement among the 
people that a change was needed and desired, 
and that there should then be a sincere, in- 
telligent, and disinterested effort to make 
it in such shape as would combine as far as 
possible the maximum of good to the people 
at large with the minimum of necessary dis- 
regard for special interests of localities. 


Forces Reciprocity Plan. 

The president suggested it should be con- 
sidered ,whether it was not desirable that 
tariff laws should provide for applying 
against or in favor of any other nation 
maximum and minimum tariff rates, so as 
to secure a certain reciprocity of treatment 
between other nations and ourselves. 

For a time it looked as though the latter 
suggestion might be adopted. But dffer- 
ences developed between the two houses as 
to whether a maximum tariff should be what 
it is now and a minimum tariff a certain 
percentage below or whether the minimum 
tariff should be the present rates and maxi- 
mum a certain percentage above. Without 
agreement among republicans it was im- 
possible to secure action and the matter 
went over until the next session. 

The impending congressional campaign 
will determine whether or not the tariff 
shall be revised. The democrats propose 


+ to make this one of the most important ques- 


tions to be pressed upon the consideration 
of voters. With so tremendous an Increase 
in our commerce and with so satisfactory 
a balance of trade, the republicans feel they 
can pick up the gauntlet with equanimity.

Leads at Last Reports in the 
Cruise from Chicago to 
Mackinac. 


BOATS IN A CLOSE RACE. 


Hawthorne Is Right at Heels of 
the Leader, Vencedor in 
Third Place. 


Muskegon, Mich., 
Yachts entered in the third annual race of 
the Chicago Yacht club to Mackinac passed 
Muskegon harbor this afternoon speeding 
away northward in record breaking time, 
closely bunched.

The sloop Vanen- 
na followed next, making a game fight to 
catch up with its rival. 

The yawl Nalad passed the harbor next, 
carrying full canvas and struggling, hard 
to keep away from the tail ender’s position, 
Next passed the sloop Widseth hugging the 
shore.

Williams’ Ram's Horn, after 
racing all winter at New Orleans, comes 
along and wins the richest handicap of all— 
the Brighton. 

Would Grapple, Tokalon, Go Between, and 
Ram's Horn have wom these classic turf 
events if Sysonby, Artful, Olseau, Tanya, 
Burgomaster, Hermis, Stalwart, and other 
famous horses had been able to sport silk?

MAINTENON. 


President of the Republic Prize Is Won 
by Vanderbilt Colt, Ridden 
by Ransch. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, July 15.—The race for the prize of the 
president of the republic was run at Maisons- 
Lafitte today under glorious weather conditions 
and resulted in a victory for W. K. Vanderbilt's 
Mainotenon 

President Falleres and Mr. and Mrs. Longworth 
were present. 

This stake ends the racing season in Paris. By 
many the race is regarded as the greatest event 
on the French turf, excelling the Grand Prix. 
Mr. Vanderbilt already was the leader among 
the winning owners of this year and there was 
speculation ae to whether he would win today. 
All acknowledged the qualities of Maintenon, but 
it was felt the performances of the colt indicated 
he would not endure the route, which was a mile 
ami nine-sixteenths. Nearly all the papers tipped 
M. Lieux’s Mouline la Marche to win and there 
was a story this morning that Vanderbilt offered 
$40,000 for that horse last night. Mouline la 
Marche, however, finished unplaced. 

The race was worth §20,000 and a gold cup to 
the winner and $800 to the breeder. Maintenon 
had ten competitors of the first order. He got 
away a head behind Procope, which finished 
fourth. The real race came in the stretch, where 
Maintenon and Punta Gorda made a magnificent 
finish. Maintenon steadily gained on his rival 
and won without the whip. Jockey Ransch rode 
him, the time being 2:38.

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{IN THE FINANCIAL WORLD. 


BUSINESS AND MARKET CONDI- 
TIONS SHOW LITTLE CHANGE. 


Large Interests Staying Out of the 
Exchange—Banks in New York and 
Chicago Well Prepared for Usual 
Autumn Demand—Subway Suffers 
a Farther Decline — Local Street 
Railway Shares Continue Uninter- 
esting and Inactive. 


General business conditions show Iittle 
change and the market situation is the same 
In the case of the latter it is a matter of 
small bulls manipulating for an upturn or 
traders operating on the bear side. There 
is no decided trend in prices. The tnvest- 
ing interests which make a genuine bu! 
market are doing nothing, and the point 
has not been reached where the important 
interests are willing to part with investment 
holdings, though it is understood that spec- 
ulative accounts on the bull side have been 
largely disposed of. 


Prepare for Autumn. 

Banks in both New York and Chicago 
are and have been for months preparing for 
the fall money movement. They have ar- 
ranged maturities in commercial paper and 
time loans to give them an abundance of 
cash at the time in autumn when the heaviest 
demand may be expected. One of the local 


national banks has bought commercial paper . 


to mature in September and October to the 
extent of $5,000,000, and has between $4,000, - 
000 and $5,000,000 in Wall street on call. When 
the money demand begins this Institution will 
be in an excellent condition to meet it. One 
of the largest state institutions also has $10,- 
000,000 in loans maturing in the early autumn. 

Commission houses are on their part as 
thoughtful as the banks, and are arranging 
considerable sums on time to run through 
into next year. What can be done in mak- 
ing a stock market on time funds when 
call rates range from 30 to 125 per cent was 
shown last winter when the stock market 
passed through such a period without perma- 
nent recessions of consequence. The market 
in the coming winter months should prove an 
interesting one. 


Bank Statement. 

The bank statement Sat day was in real- 
ity an unfavorable one. alt ough the surplus 
reserve increased over $6.000.000. There was 
a loss in deposits of $12.411.700. The New 
York banks have now $136 000.000 less than 
one year ago and $156,000,000 less than two 
years ago. The contraction in credit which 
necessarily followed amounts to $71.000,000.

Chicago Subway. 


In the local stock market Subway suffered 
a further decline. So far as can be learned 
there is not at present any organized pool 
of consequence in the stock. If the com- 
pany actually begins carrying freight be- 
tween railroad stations and the downtown 
district next month. as is now planned, the 
Subway company and its securities will 
occupy an improved position. It will be 
one based on growing earning power. If the 
volume of traffic shall be what the manage- 
ment predicts for it, then there will be a 
mathematical relation between earnings and 
Stock values. Furthermore, with the com- 
mencement of operation the Subway will 
have advocates of its benéfits by users them- 
selves instead of by the builders alone, as is 
now the case. The position of Subway stock 
is therefore about to become one in which 
intelligent interest may be manifested 
What the shares will do in the meantime is 
mere speculation. 


Street Railroads. 

The street railroad shares continue to be 
rather more interesting. There is little 
activity since there has been no basis for a 
change in attitude folowing announcement 
of the tangible values of the different prop- 
erties. That it did not furnish sufficient rea- 
sons for selling the stocks then there is noth- 
ing in sight at present that will do so. The 
hope of the large holders is that a con- 
solidation of all the properties may be worked 
out and something distributed to every one 
But it is difficult to get something out of noth- 
ing, and the relation of nothing to the fixed 
values of the stocks is pronounced. 


Local Bank Share Market. 
The local bank share market does not show 
much change. Prices still fail to respond 
to the large profits which practically all the 
banks are showing.

NEW YORK MARKET SLUGGISH. 


Little Interest Is Taken in Saturday’s 
Dealings Despite the Good Govern- 
ment Bank Statement. 

{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
NEW YORK, July 15.—[Special.J—An uh- 
explained and puzzling sluggishness ruled 
on the stock exchange yesterday, the deal- 
ers showing timidity in taking advantage 

of the favorable bank statement. 

The market was devoid of both selling and 
buying pressure, and when the professiona) 
traders attempted to realize profits on early 
sales they found a condition of absolute 
neglect. This condition held to the close, 
which was dull and at prices near the close 
of the previous day's trading. 

The bank statement showed restoration of 
more than last week’s loss in the surplus 
item. The $14,845,000 loan contraction was 
attributed to the week's stock market liquida- 
tion and the excess in the cash gain over the 
preliminary estimates was credited to a cor- 
rection of the discrepancy in that item last 
week. The week’s repayments of govern- 
ment deposits are shown to have amounted 
to $1,439,800, exclusive of drafts by interior

COUNTRY OFFERINGS A BIG POINT 


IN BEARS’ ARGUMENT. 


Favorable Weather and Crop Condi- 
tions in Northwest Also a Weight 
on Values for the Cereal—Aggres- 
sivenes bd of Pessimiste Curbed by 
Bad Reports from Southwestern 
Russia—Rains Help Corn—Oats Are 
Firm—Provisions Gain. 


Foremost tnterest in the wheat market con- 
tinues to be centered In the movement of new 
grain from the winter regions and in the 
weather .and crop conditions in the north- 
west. The willingness with which farmers 
accepted bids sent out from the leading dis- 
tributing centers was a strong point in the 
bears’ argument last week, as was a run of 
favorable advices from the three big spring 
wheat states. However, there was enough 
news of bullish flavor .to curb the aggressive- 
ness of the pessimists and to inspire some 
hope among the courageous bulls. The week 
end quotations were 77%c for the July, 78%@ 
\%ec for September, and 80\%0 for December, 
declines of %c for the present month, and 
\%ec for the September, and 1-16 higher for 
the December, as compared to the final prices 


of the week before, 

The government's July report, issued earty ‘ 
in the week, was generally given @ bearish 
construction, but the developments in the 
market indicated that its influences had been 
largely discounted. The September was 
shoved off to 77%c, but later worked 2c high- 
er, chiefly on the oversold condition of the 
market. News from abroad and attempts 
to arouse nervousness over the situetion in 
the northwest afforded the bulls enough am- 
munition to check the progress of the bears. 
Within the last ten days it is estimated that- 
the country offerings of new wheat have ap- 
proached 8,000,000 bu, which, in view of a 
reported continued easiness in the flour mar- 
ket, was taken to mean that a burdensome 
accumulation of stocks was not far away. 


Unfavorable News from Russia. 

Liverpool appeared to attach more im- 
portance to the conditions in Russia than 
to those prevailing in this country. Its rela- 
tive firmness was based largely on unfavor- 
able crop advices from the southwestern 
part of the czar’s realm, heavy end con- 
tinuous rains being ‘the source of the un- 
easiness. The Russian yield has been 
variously estimated at from 600,000,000 to. 
700,000,000 bu, compared to a crop of ap- 
proximately 585,000,000 bu last year. 

In the mass of reports sent out from the 
northwest there was a spattering of rust 
but denials of the presence of the dread 
plant disease were numerous and from recog- 
nized authorities. Although conditionsin the 
spring wheat territory are regarded as high- 
ly favorable, with promise of a bumper yield 
in the three leading states, experts say that 
there still is plenty of time fora full grown 
“scare,”” such as might stir the foreigners 
out of their present Indifference. The quality 
of the winter wheat offered to date has been 
good, and the bulls figure that it is worth all 
of prevailing prices on its merits alone, no 
matter how much of the grain may be sent 
in at this time. 


Rains a Help to Corn. 


Corn reached the week end with advances 
of 4%4@%c over the final quotations of the 
previous week. Prices moved within a nar- 
row range, and influencing news was of a 
mixed character. Weather conditions were 
generally more favorable to the growing 
crops, generous rains being reported tn sec- 
tions that previously had sent in reperts of 
deterioration from drought. The ceming of 
the rains dampened the ardor of the bulls 
and lent to the wabbly confidence of the 
bears. However, neither side deemed it wise 
to venture far in its movements. The light- 
ness of the acceptances of bids sent into the 
country was a leading point in the buils’ ar- 
gument, and the receipts at the leading points, 
while heavy in, some instances, were not 
considered burdensome. The shipping de- 
mand was not large, but the small accept- 
ances by farmers served to check short seil- 
ing. The government report was bearish, the 
acreage being increased materially and the 

general conditions suggesting a yield of 
about 2,600,000,000 bu. While the bears 
harped loud on these figures, the position of 
the farmers, whose holdings of the old crop 
graim are supposed to be heavy, was not to 
the liking of the interests that believe pres- 
ent prices are too high. Bulls declare that 
the government’s estimate of the last crop 
was much too large, and they hold that the 
cereal is worth all it is bringing and that the 
future of the market must not necessarily 
depend upon accident or calamity. Of the 
total outturm, they say, not more than 20 per 
cent of it gets into the open markets, the rest 
being used in feeding and in supplying indus- 
tries. The prosperity of the average farmer 
and his own bullish inclination are taken to 
indicate strong points in the bulls’ position. 
‘“ Why,” asks a prominent farmer, “ should 
we sell corn freely in market when we can 
get much more Money by putting It out on the 


hoof?"

Trade in Wholesale Lines. 


Wholesale distribution of the principal 
commodities continued to be exceedingly 
heavy for this time of the year during last 
week. At this season trade in al) lines is 
normally at a low point of the year, but while 
activity in wholesale lines is less compared 
with other months it is greater than in previ- 
ous years at the same time. 

Prospects of bountiful crops throughout 
the country stimulated retail business, which 
in turn tended to increase the volume of 
trade among the wholesalers. Orders for the 
fall trade were received in large volume in 
nearly all branches of trade, and in some 
branches of industry current orders have 
exceeded all previous records. This was 
notably so in the paint and oil trade, which 
was vnusually active. The same was true 
of the building and allied industries, the 
great activity in which continued unabated. 

In the grain trade there was a slackening 
in the volume of shipments east, while farm- 
ers and country dealers were free sellers, 
particularly of new wheat. Approximately 
7,000,000 bu of new wheat was bought to 
arrive last week. Current receipts at Chi- 
cago showed a large increase the latter part 
of the week. Hog products reached the high- 
est prices of the year, but the cash demand 
was reported good, and shipments for the 
week were fairly large. 

Better Demand for Iron. 

Both eastern and western markets reported 
an improvement in the demand for iron and 
steel. For low grade irons there was a par- 
ticularly brisk inquiry in the east. There 
was said to be little mill capacity for stee} 
rails now open for this year’s delivery.

PASPOR TALKS ON <i 


THE REV. W. A. BARTLETT SEES 
NO CURE IN ENVIRONMENT. 


Cites Case of Dr. Patterson, Arrested 
at Denver on Forgery Charge, Who 
Declared He Was Not to Blame, and 
Refates This Claim-— The Kev. 
Frank ©. Bruner Scores Church- 
goers Who Pay Too Much Atten- 
tion to Personal Grandenur. : 


The Rev. W. A. Bartlett of the First Con- 
gregational church, Washington boulevard 
and Ann street, preached yesterday on the 
subject, “Must Some Be Criminals?” He 
said in part: 

“Rarely hag there been heard & more 
pathetic wail of despair than that from Dr, 
Patterson of Denver, Colo., who says he isa 
natural criminal. ‘I couldn't be otherwise 
if I chose,’ he said when arrested for forgery, 
If what he says is true it has an immense 
bearing on all mankind, and many criminals 
cannot be held accountable for crime. Dr, 
Patterson says that nine years of study of 
criminology has led him into the depths of 
criminal understanding. He pronounces upon 
himself the doom which the expert phy- 
sician sometimes discovers in his own 


physical condition. 


Has Only a Half Truth. 

“But this man has only discovered a half 
truth. He is perfectly right in finding in 
himself criminal tendencies. And he is right 
also in declaring against the modern sociolo- 
gists, who make it all a matter of environ- 
ment. Many of our modern students have 
an idea that a better environment, a few 
pictures, music, and sanitary conditions will 
make a newman. But experience shows the 
contrary. 

“The case of this man, or any other man, 
is not hopeless. What he finds in himself is 
found to some degree in all mankind. The 
fairest maiden, the most sheltered and cul- 
tured youth have in them, perhaps undevel- 
oped, the instincts of the criminal. The 
palace and the hovel make little difference. 
Sometimes the sweeter life is in the hovel.” 


Scores Personal Grandeur. 

“The pew and the pulpit are too often 
putting on architectural and personal grand- 
eur,”. declared the Rev. Frank C. Bruner of 
the Oakwoods Union church, Champlain ave- 
nue and Sixty-fifth street. “Instead of 
putting on the habiliment of Christ, in meek- 
ness and love, the human mac Dine has taken 
a worldward trend.

FALLOWS BISHOP THIRTY YEARS 


Reformed Episcopal Dignitary Cele- 
brates Anniversary Without Osten- 
tation at Laporte, Ind. 


Bishop Samuel Fallows of the Reformed 
Episcopal church yesterday celebrated tne 
thirtieth anniversary of his elevation to the 
bishopric without ostentation. Some time 
ago the Rt. Rev. Fallows made an engage- 
ment to speak in Laporte, Ind., on his anni- 
versary, and spent the day there. He re- 
turned late in the evening. 

During his career in the church Bishop Fal- 
lows has been honored both by institutions 
of learning and by his congregations repeat- 
edly. He holds several collegiate degrees. 

In his sermon before the Chautauqua at 
Laporte the bishop touched the recent meat 
legislation. 

‘Iti anew thingin the history of nations,” 
he said, * for a body of men like the English 
Grocers’ union to cable directly to the presi- 
dent of the United States for a guarantee 
of the purity of American meats and foods. 
It takes away the breath of antiquated dip- 
lomatists when the president cables back 
through the American ambassador that when 
the government brand is put upon “uch prod- 
ucts it shall be the sign manual of purity 
and healthfulness. 

“The whole nation is now pledged to the 
fulfillment of the president's promise. Woe 
be to the man or men who shall bring dis- 


credit upon it.”’ 


WORLD WAS JUST AS BAD 
IN DAYS OF OLD RAMESES. 


Dr. Shaw Tells Philadelphians That 
Muck Raking, Grafting, and Social 
Evils Are Ancient as the Hills. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 15.—[Special.]— 
Muck raking. grafting, the social evil, and 
prevailing sins of the day were declared t» 
be as old as the hills by Dr. John Baicom 
Shaw of Chicago today at the Chambers 
Wylie Memorial church. Comparing Chicago 
with ancient Pompeli, he said the Windy 
City did not rank as the worst city in the 
world, despite the terrible revelations of the 
last few weeks. 

Referring to the social evil, Dr. Shaw said: 

“There is nothing new about the social 
evil, and there has not been for 5.000 years. 
The degradation of the modern high society 
is being talked about a great deal. Ali that 
has been said about Newport life undoubtedly 
is true. The adultery, drunkenness, polite 
gambling, and beastiality of these people is 


| enough to make one shudder with something 


like premonition of the approaching judg- 
ment. It is confessedly as bad as it could be. 
You say it is a development of modern life, 
but if you say that you are ignorant of his- 
tory. Look at old Corinth and Thebes. Those 
people were idie, rich, and spending money in 
debauchery and, in later years, in sentimental 
regrets. They had no serious object in iife 
and regarded the complications of a love 
affair as more interesting than the rise or fall 
of a kingdom. What could better describe 
the Newport set than that? 

“Is muck raking a modern thing? Yes, if 
the days of Jefferson and Adams and Wash- 
ington are modern, Who has ever suffercd 
more at the hands of the purveyor of public 
scandal than the father of his country? 
And so is graft and plunder. Nothing in the 
palmy days of Tammany’s graft can com- 
pare. with the stealing of the good old Ro- 
mans.” 


CONDEMN STOCK OF GUNCOTTON 


Experts Find Supply in U. S. Naval 
Magazines Deteriorated and New 
Product Will Be Substituted. 


Newport, R. I., July 15.—The supply of eun- 
cotton stored in naval magazines and on 
warships along the Atlantic coast is said to 
have shown such evidences of deterioration 
when examined by experts that orders have 
been issued for its return to the torpedo sta- 
tions and the issuance of a new supply. All 
of the condemned guncotton has been manu- 
factured within three years.
